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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on Jan. 23, 2008 and Feb. 14, 2008 is 
in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1.97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

First the provisional application cited in the Jan. 23, 2008 submission does not raise any 
double patenting issues because the MPEP states if a "provisional" nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting (ODP) rejection is the only rejection remaining in the earlier filed of the two 
pending applications, while the later-filed application is rejectable on other grounds, the examiner 
should withdraw that rejection and permit the earlier-filed application to issue as a patent without a 
terminal disclaim. In the instant case, the instant application is the earlier filed application. 

The reference submitted Information disclosure statement file Feb. 14, 2008 do not teach 
nor suggest the compounds of the claimed invention. While the reference cited in the submission 
might disclose isoqumoline compounds, the reference does not teach nor suggest the conjugation of 
the peptides as claimed. Thus, the claimed invention is both novel and unobvious over the prior art 
of record.
